POISONING 


adenoids, diseased teeth, or who fe- 
quire glasses are very definitely 
handicapped, Children who do not 
receive proper food, who have not 
sufficient rest, who do not play out 
of doors are stunted physically and 
dulled mentally compared with what 
they should be. 

Children should be vaccinated 
against smallpox and immunized 
Against diphtheria before starting to 
school. This should be done in the 
first year of life, but if it has been 
neglected, it should be done—Now.

As with many other emergencies 
in life, the treatment of a case of 
poisoning is largely a matter of 
common sense, of keeping one’s head, 
and of seeing that others do so too. 

To send for a doctor is of course, 
one of the first and most important 
steps to be taken in a case of 
poisoning. But a Doctor may not be 
found at once, and meanwhile life 
may go. It need not do so in many 
cases if the person in charge knows 
what to do. It is not expected that 
all should know the antidote to every 
po'son, but all should know the 
general principles involved. 

If it is a case of attempted suicide, 
no bottle, half empty or full should 
be thrown away. The same applies 
to vomited matter and anything else 
the doctor may want to see when he 
arrives. Do not leav the patient 
alone, 

There are two general rules to 
follow:—Get ride of the poison, ad- 
minister the antidote. If the poison 
has been taken by mouth as it usual- 
ly is, empty the stomach, Induce 
vomiting by tickling the throat or 
by giving an emetic of one table- 
spoonful of mustard to one half pint 
of warm water, or two tablespoon- 
fuls of salt to the same quantity. 
When the stomach is empty give the 
antidote. Although most antidotes 
are peculiar to certain poisons, there 
are some so called general antidotes. 
One of these that can be had at a 
moment’s notice is albumin in the 


form of the white of an egg. Give 
two or three whites in a glass of 
war milk, Another general antidote 
is soap which may be disolved in 
four times its bulk of hot water, 
the patient being made to swallow 
the thick suds in large quantities. 

Always remember that the patient 
may be on the verge of collapse and 
that the treatment must not be so 
heroic as to exhaust him unneces- 
sarily. He should be warmly covered, 
allowed to drink plenty of barley 
water, and if throat and mouth are 
inflamed relief can be obtained by 
sucking gum.

NOBILE SAFE ABOARD BASE 
SHIP CITA DI MILANO AT 
VIRGO BAY 


Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, June 25. 
—General Umberto Nobile today 
was aboard the base ship Citta Di 
Milano at Virgo Bay recovering 
from injuries sustained when the 
dirigible Italia crashed on the polar 
ice on May 25. 

Soon after he was rescued from an 
ice floe by a Swedish aviator, Nobile 
was aiding in the search for his 
missing comrades of the Italia with 
his advice and knowledge of the ice 
conditions. 

Aside from those in the balloon 
part of the Italia, searching parties 
were anxious to trace three mem- 
bers of the crew who were with 
Nobile but who have been missing 
since May 380, when they started 
afoot for land. 

A Swedish plane equipped with 
skiis made a landing near Nobile’s 
camp on the ice near Foyne Island, a 
feat which the Italian rescue fliers 
here had thought impossible. A little 
later the plane took off with the 
injured leader, leaving his five com- 
panions still stranded on the ice. 

Second Attempt Disastrous 

The Swedish flier, having brought 
Nobile to safety, returned to the 
other marooned men to take them 
off the ice floe. There it made a 
second landing but overturned in the 
attempt. The pilot was not injured, 
but apparently he was stranded with 
the Italia survivors. 

Rumors that the Russian _ice- 
breaker Maligin, now on its way to 
Kings Bay to join in the rescue 
work, had picked up SOS signals 
from the missing Amundsen party 
were dissipated when advices from 
Moscow said that the ship had re- 
ported it received no such signals. 

A second Russian ice-breaker, the 
Krassin, was ordered to keep a sharp 
lookout for Amundsen. 

To Rescue Rescuer 

Oslo, Norway, June 25.—Advices 
from Spitzbergen state that Swedish 
airmen are starting today from the 
vessel Guest, in an effort to reach 
Lieut. Lundborg who overturned on 
the ice at Nobile’s camp off North- 
west Land while attempting to 
rescue the stranded crew.

the Book of Genesis. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Bryan 
could not have heard the latest 
version of this tale which has pro- 
voked an amazing lot of controversy. 

While on his recent round-the- 


world tour, W. H. Malkin picked up 
at Nineveh some new facts; about the 
adventures of Jonah that link that 
ancient hero with the ways of mod- 
ern life. 

Nineveh was the Paris. of the East 
—a gay and pleasure-loving city 
that provided every opyrortunity for 
indulgence in the oldest ikind of sins 
in the newest kind of way, and it 
was commonly known as “The 
Whale.” 

Into this whirlpool of temptation 
Jonah disappeared, ran a_ riotous 
course for three days, finally came 
to himself and, filled wiht remorse 
and repentance, proceeded aout his 
appointed business. 

Bryan bitterly opposed the theory 
of evolution because it did not’ agree 
with his belief in the literal ac curacy 
of the Bible, but who can say what 
is literally accurate without a full 
knowledge of the meaning attached 
to the words, idioms and phrases at 
the time the events took place, or 
were first related?

New experiences awaited us the 
following day when as guests of tne 
Port of London Authority, we were 
taken to see something of what Lon- 
don's handling facilities are. It was 
not possible to see more than a small 
part, for the Port of London, in one 
year, handles merchandise to the 
value of hundreds of millions of 
pounds sterling. For example, the 
imports and exports passed through

SOCIETY TO COVER 
"ALL OF CANADA 


Lioydminster, Sask.—By a unani- 
mous vote the congress of the Co- 
operative Union of Canada in ges- 
Bion here, went on record as being 
of the opinion that the time had ar- 
rived for the establishment of a 
wholesale society covering the whole 
of Canada. This is set out in a 
resolution passed which further 
urged co-operative wholesale societ- 
fes to attach an oflicial to their Mon- | 
treal and Winnipeg depots who will) 
assist in the development of the 
movement in Canada, 

Another resolution was approved, 
providing for the appointment of a 
committee to investigate the prac- 
ticability from the view point of} 
economics, of a Canada-wide whole-| 
fale society, an organization for the 
three prairie provinces only, as well 
as other factors having a Cirect 
bearing on the whole question of con- 
sumers’ co-operation. 

All co-operative marketing organ- 
{zations throughout the Dominion 
will be issued a detinite invitation to 
afiiliate with the Co-operative Union 
of Canada. The importance of hav- 
ing the Wheat Pools affiliated with 
the Union was especially emphasized. 

While the desirability of having 
all co-operative organizations linked 
up was stressed by different speak- 
ers on the subject, it also developed 
that the annual membership fee of 
affiliated bodies would help to solve 
the financial difficulties of the central 
office. 

The resolution us passed follows: 

“That the appeal be made to the 
societies that was made last year in 
order to increase the efficiency of the, 
Union, and that the various co-oper- 
ative marketing organizations be in- 
vited to affiliate with the Union.” 

One delegate put a motion suggest- | 
ing that the fee of the wheat puols 
be placed at one cent per member. 
This motion however, was never put. 
One fraternal delegate representing 
the U.F.C., contended that it ap- 
peared that the invitation to the pools 
to affiliate was for the express pur- 
pose of financing the Union.” 

The only co-operative organization 
now holding membership in the 
Union is the United Grain Growers, 
it was stated by Secretary George 
Keen as a result of a question asked 
by J. H. Wesson, a director of Sas- 
katchewan Wheat Pool. Mr. Wesson! 
in reply to a question asked, said he 
did not think that the fact that the | 
U.G.G. had membership in the Union 
could be considered an obstacle to 
the Pools becoming affiliated. He 
did not, however, give any indication 
that the pools would join.

Saskatchewan Crops 
Report Shows Activity Was Unusual- 
ly Severe This Spring 
Regina. —- The. greatest damage 


done to Saskatchewan crops this 
year is by wireworms, according to 


the recently issued report of the Do- 


minion Entomological Laboratory, 
Sagkatoon, on insect conditions. Much 
of the damage attributed to = cut- 
worms is in reality due to wire- 
worms, it is stated. ‘“Wireworm 
damage appears to have been un- 
usually severe this spring due to the 


prevailing dry weather, the use of! 


much unreliable seed grain and the 
fact that moisture was 
high to enable the wirewornis to keep 
working on much of the seed and 
particularly the lower part of the 
stem,” says the report. “A certain de- 
gree of recovery has been noted as a 
result of the recent rains, which, 
however, may tend to lengthen the 
period of wireworm activity.” The 
forest tent caterpillar infestation 
now includes an area in the Lloyd- 
minster-Maidstone District and the 
American tent caterpillar is unusual- 
ly abundant in Western Saskatch- 
ewan.
